St. Louis, Jan. 14.—X. new party was 
born Thursday night in the conference 
of the Populists and named the Peo­ 
ple’s party. 
The People’s party proposes to gq it 
alone. It has severed all connections 
with the national Populist committee 
and made all arrangements 
for 
ad­ 
ministering its own estate without the 
aid or advice of any 
outside 
party. 
Mfath a few exceptions the delegates 
declared themselves unequivocally in 
favor of going it alone in the future. 
The referendum system was most 
highly complimented and recommend­ 
ed for use among the 
middle-of-the- 
roaders in settling matters of national 
importance to the order. 
There was 
a practical agreement among the dele­ 
gates 
that 
a 
national 
convention 
should be held this year. 
The entire afternoon 
and evening 
was spent in lengthy discussion, and it 
was not until a late hour that the mode 
of procedure for future 
action 
was 
agreed upon. 
Finally a report was adopted, in part 
as follows: 
“To the People of the United States: 
—The fusion movement consummated 
at St. Louis in July, 1896, and the in­ 
excusable treatm ent of our candidate 
for vice-president in the campaign that 
followed gave rise to such dissatisfac­ 
tion among the rank and file of the 
People’s party as to threaten the abso­ 
lute dismemberment of the only politi­ 
cal organization honestly 
contending 
for the social and political rights of 
the laboring and producing classes of 
the country. 
“It has been the purpose always of 
the committee to be courteous to the 
national committee, and our supreme 
desire has been at all times to pro­ 
mote a harmonious co-operation with 
said committee, in order that factional 
differences might be obliterated, our 
party prestige regained and our organi­ 
zation restored to its once 
splendid 
estate. This committee feels confident 
of its ability to show that it is no 
fault of ours that the national com- 
mitee is not present as a body today, 
but it does not choose to waste valu­ 
able time in wrangling over questions 
of official etiquette. We avow it to be 
our sincere purpose, now as ever here­ 
tofore, to promote in every honorable 
way the reform movement on true Pop­ 
ulist lines, and we deem the issues too 
momentous and the dangers threaten­ 
ing free government too imminent to 
allow us to pause to consider personal 
grievances or affronts, or to permit 
wounded dignity, real or imaginary, to 
overshadow patriotic duties. 
“Under present conditions our 
be­ 
loved organization is slowly but sure­ 
ly disintegrating, and our comrades are 
clamorous for aggressive action. Hav­ 
ing in vain importuned those who as­ 
sumed to be our superiors to permit 
us to aid them in the grand work of 
reorganizing the People’s party, that 
it may accomplish its 
glorious mis­ 
sion, we now appeal to the people, the 
true source of all political nower.’’ 
A number of rules were dopted for 
the government of the national organ­ 
ization committee. Among them is a 
rule that the 
national 
organization 
committee shall submit to a vote of the 
People's party and proposition when 
petitioned to do so by not less 
than 
10,000 members of the party. 
This 
concluded the work of the conference.

Warships Are Not Needed—Officials 
At Washington Are of the Opinio11 
That Further Trouble Is Unlikely—

Washington, Jan. 14.—Late Thurs­ 
day afternoon a telegram came to the 
state department from United States 
Consul-General Lee saying that every­ 
thing was quiet in Havana and that 
there was no cause for apprehension 
of trouble. 
Orders have been sent to the Marble­ 
head to proceed to Navassa to investi­ 
gate 
conditions 
among the laborers 
there, thus disposing of rumors that 
she would be ordered to Cuba. 
Gen. Lee has reported to the state 
department the facts connected with 
the rioting in Havana. 
While the 
state department officials do not di­ 
vulge the text of the dispatch, It is 
said that It corroborates generally the 
newspaper reports on the subject. 
Although there is no expectation at 
the navy department of any trouble 
just now, still in case it should occur 
the navy is more strongly represent­ 
ed in Florida and West Indian waters 
than it has been in the last ten years. 
It is authoritatively stated at the 
navy department that the 
southern 
movement of the squadron is in no 
degree attributable to the troubles in 
Havana, but that the movement is a 
part of the program for winter man­ 
euvers of the squadron prepared by 
the navy department months ago, af­ 
ter consultation with Admiral Sicard 
and Capt. Taylor and duly announced 
at the time.

Populists Want Pingree. 
Lansing, Mich., Jan. 14.—The state 
central committee of the Populist party 
held a meeting here Thursday to dis­ 
cuss the situation in the state. 
They 
disclaim all sympathy with the “middle 
of the road” Populists. 
It developed 
at the meeting that much in the way 
of widening the breach between 
the 
Pingree and so-called federal factions 
of the Republican party is 
expected 
from the extra session of the legisla­ 
ture soon to be held, and that some 
of the members are hopeful that the 
result will be either the failure to re­ 
nominate Gov. Pingree or his repudia­ 
tion of the party. In either event the 
Populists want to be in line to espouse 
his cause and make him their nomi­ 
nee for governor if his consent could 
be gained.

Springfield, 111., Jan. 14.—The Demo­ 
cratic caucus decided that the Demo­ 
crats would vote for no revenue meas­ 
ure which did not contain section 6 of 
the one prepared by Mr. Crompton, 
Democrat. 
This section taxes debts of 
record, such as mortgages. 
Another 
section of the same measure which the 
caucus decided to stand by was No. 13, 
which provides 
that all promissory 
notes must be listed before May I of 
each year and stamped by the assess­ 
ors. 


Chnrch Work of Lait Tear. 
New York, Jan. 14.—The forty-fifth 
annual report of the board of trustees 
of the Congregational Church-Build 
ing society shows that the record of 
work, receipts and expenditures for the 
year 1897 
easily 
takes 
the highest 
place in the history of the society dur 
ing the last 
forty-five 
years. 
The 
board 
has 
voted 
$296,495 
to 
166 
churches. There 
was 
paid 
to 
116 
churches $232,233 in the form of grants 
or loans on houses of worship. The 
board has voted $35,190 in parsonage 
loans to fifty-seven churches and thir­ 
ty-eight churches have been paid $21,- 
867 in parsonage loans. 
The whole 
amount received into the church-build­ 
ing loan fund is $412,883. 


Hill Is Still a Democrat. 
New York, Jan. 14.—A local paper 
in an article discussing the probability 
of former Senator David B. Hill seek­ 
ing to regain the Democratic leader­ 
ship in this state, quotes Mr. Hill as 
having said in New York within the 
last week: 
“Is is true that I took no 
active part in the presidential canvass 
of 1896, but I voted the straight Demo­ 
cratic ticket just the same.” 


Wants the Navy Strengthened. 
Washington, Jan. 14.—Secretary of 
the Navy Long sent a recommendation 
to the house committee on naval af­ 
fairs for an increase in the force of 
enlisted men in the navy by 1,000 and 
asking for an increase of the appren­ 
tices in the navy by 700. 


Bland’s Free Coinage BUI. 
Washington, Jan. 14.—Representa­ 
tive Bland of Missouri introduced a 
free coinage bill in the house Thursday. 
It makes gold and silver the standard, 
and declares all rules discriminating 
against the legal tender of such coin­ 
age unlawful. 


May Investigate Ohio Election. 
W ashington, Jan. 14.—It is under­ 
stood that some senators have been 
notified of the probability of the sen­ 
ate being called upon to investigate 
the method of Senator Hanna’s re­ 
election to the senate. 


OOO majority. No one presumes to rec­ 
ommend a contraction of the currency. 
No one would limit us to the use of 
gold as a medium of exchange. 
All 
that is claimed, and all that inheres in 
the verdict of 1896, is that the value 
of each dollar of United States curren­ 
cy, whether coin or paper, shall be the 
value of 25.8 grains of standard gold. 
“If the national banks were empow­ 
ered to issue currency to the full val­ 
ue of the bonds deposited for their se­ 
curity, with a reduction in the tax 
upon their circulation 
sufficient 
to 
make it profitable, and then made di­ 
rectly or indirectly responsible for the 
maintenance of the parity of this cir­ 
culation, and the redemption thereof in 
gold, it is difficult to conceive how the 
credit of the nation could be imperiled 
whatever might become of the banks. 
“Now, to maintain the parity of the 
greenback, the government is compelled 
at every threatened invasion of our 
credit to sell government bonds, but 
having none on hand, it issues more, 
and increases the public debt. Which 
is preferable? Each form of currency 
is supported by the government’s cred­ 
it. We are now banking at government 
peril. We would then bank at the peril 
of the banks themselves, and the cir­ 
culation would be maintained as stable 
as gold. Our paper currency in either 
instance would rest upon the market 
value of a government bond. 
“Should any one of the several plans 
for currency reform now proposed be 
adopted, it would go far toward ren­ 
dering a panic, such as we have recent­ 
ly seen, at least a remote 
possibil­ 
ity /’ 
Speaking of the duty of citizens to 
the state, the governor said: 
“Should anything connected with the 
affairs of state within the purview of 
the executive department come to the 
knowledge of any citizen, calculated to 
cause a suspicion of evil, or should any 
discover wherein, in his opinion, the 
resources of the state are being extrav­ 
agantly expended, it should be his du­ 
ty, as it is my desire, to promptly re­ 
port the same, with as much particu­ 
larity as, possible, to the administra­ 
tion, that it may be investigated and 
corrected if within my power: and oth­ 
erwise that the attention of the legis 
lature may be directed thereto and a 
speedy remedy recommended.” 
The house and senate adjourned to 
their respective halls, and both houses 
adjourned until IO o’clock to-day.

Obtaining It 
Was a Sheer Piece off 


G ood Luck. 
Harvard observatory has obtained a 
photograph of the spectrum of a me­ 
teor, says the Boston Herald. In other 
words, people can now tell what goes 
to make up, to some extent, the shoot­ 
ing star which passes so quickly that 
it can only be photographed by having 
a camera gaping open, waiting for it 
to cross the sky. The photograph was 
taken on June 18, 1897, in Arequipa, 
Peru, the South American station of 
the observatory. It was a sheer piece 
of good luck. 
Thousands 
of 
plates 
have been exposed to the sky, with the 
prism over the mouth of the camera, 
ready to take a spectrum of anything 
that traversed the heavens. The lucky 
plate that caught the meteor has run­ 
ning across it obliquely a light band 
of six lines, the trail of the shooting 
star. Without the prism the Harvard 
astronomers have often caught 
the 
trails of meteors passing overhead. 
The spectrum of the meteor taken at 
Arequipa shows four hydrogen lines 
at different colors in the spectrum and 
two other lines that are 
unknown 
quantities at present. 
Many variable 
stars, those whose brilliancy increases 
or falls off from time to time, have had 
their spectra photographed. The four 
hydrogen lines of the meteor corre­ 
spond to four ordinarily found in the 
variable star spectra. One of the un­ 
known lines caught in 
the 
meteor 
spectrum also appears in those of cer­ 
tain variable stars. 
Nobody 
knows 
what element is represented by this 
line, as it does not correspond to any 
found on this earth. 
The photograph 
of the spectrum of the meteor was 
taken in one of the Bache telescopes 
with an eight-inch aperture. The in­ 
strument was arranged in the ordi­ 
nary way for sky photography, with 
the addition of the prism for spectrum 
work.

Packers W ant Filler Grades, Which 
Shows 
W hich W ay 
the Wind 
Blows—Much of This Year’s Crop 
Is Fine—W eek 
W as a 
Rather 
Dull One. 


There is scarcely any occasion to 
longer disguise the fact th at toe trade 
regard the ’97 Wisconsin largely an 
export 
crop, 
says 
the Edgerton 
Reporter. 
The sorest indication th at 
this is the verdict rendered lies in the 
flurry th a t has already 
developed 
among packers to secure as much of 
the Aller grades as was possible before 
the general movement of the entire 
crops began. 
W ith the advantage of 
having plenty of 
cheap fillers as 
"reducers,” the packers 
would thou 
be able to conepate on the export m ar­ 
k et and always be able to effect a sale 
and secure a profit 
in the deal as 
well. 
This explanation will account 
for the rush of buyers over the grow­ 
ing districts and their anxiety to boy 
fillers 
now at prices considerably 
above w hat is ordinarily paid for this 
grade of tobacco. 
To bny fillers sim­ 
ply as an investm ent to hold as a 
packing 
a t the 
prices now being 
offered, eould hardly be considered a 
good business proposition, but when 
taken in connection w ith a prospective 
export deal, the explanation 1b easy. 
Some Fine Leaf 
There is unquestionably a certain per 
c en t of the ’97 crop th at 1b really fine 
tobacco—fully up to the standard of 
the ’96—though nearly every grower 
has a tail end to bis crop th a t makes 
the buyer hesitate bafaro offering a 
round price for the entire crop. 
Then 
again there is an occasional crop of 
very good B’s, or some portions of 
crops containing tobacco th a t will 
answ er the requirem ents of this grsde. 
Some dealers are cf the opinion th a t 
the most satisfactory way to handle 
this crop is 10 bny in the bnndle when 
the grades can be separated into two 
or three different packings. 
A good 
portion suitable for the domestic bind 
er trade could be secured. 
The shorts 
or B’s could be properly sorted as 
the trade demands, and the balance 
cheaply handled for the export m ar­ 
ket. 
It is not probable, however,th at 
the large operators will care to engage 
in warehouse handling of the present 
crop. 
They have an idea th at the to­ 
bacco can be purchased just ae well 
after the growers have it in cases, and 
escape the cost of 
handlings and 
shrinkage. J Large quantities can then 
ba moved more rapidly, and 
even 
though the profits be small, the aggre­ 
gate business would be satisfactory. If 
their theory be correct, but little of 
the crop will then be saved for the do­ 
na f stic use, as the growers will hardly 
keep the grades as distinct as would be 
adopted in warehouse handling. 
Another Dull 
Week. 
This is another dull week in the lo­ 
cal tobacco m arket so far as old leaf is 
concerned, and movements th a t have 
, come to the surface embrace only 
moderate transactions. 
The Reporter 
continues: 
The McIntosh Brothers 
purchased about 75 cases of old stock 
from first hands. 
George Rn rn rill of 
Janesville, bought 50 cases of such a 
m atter, and has disposed of as many 
in small lots. 
Dealers are picking away a t the new 
crop in a few sections, mostly search­ 
ing for fillers though some round crops 
are taken when they can be secure! at 
from 4 to 5 cents in the bundle. 
Con­ 
way Brothers have bought about IOO 
cases a t these figures, some of which 
is being delivered,and sorting has com­ 
menced a t their warehouse. Crops are 
weighing 
out well, some 
reaching 
nearly 2000 pounds to the acre. 
The following sales have reached as 
since the last issue: 
George Osmun, 4a at 6 and Ic. 
C. Carlson, 5a a t 5 and Ic. 
Clark Pierce, 5a a t 5 and Ic. 
H. Kampstad, 4a at 5£ and Ic, 
Ole L arsoD , 6 a at 5£ and l}c. 
And Serns, 5a a t 4£ Ic. 
The thaw early in the week brought 
the hanging tobacco again into case 
and growers have had an opportunity 
to take down the balance of their 
crop and complete their stripping. 
The shipments out cf storage reach 
about IO carloads, 470 cases for the 
week bo all points. 
Since last report 
1,100 esses of cigar leaf were ex­ 
ported from New York.

Webster’s Weakness. 
In an article on Daniel Webster in 
Harper’s Magazine, Carl Schurz writes: 
“The cause of this steady succession 
of failures (to obtain the presidential 
nomination) may have 
been 
partly 
that the people found him too unlike 
themselves—too 
unfamiliar 
to 
the 
popular heart—and partly 
that 
the 
party managers shrunk from nominat­ 
ing him because they saw in him not 
only a giant but a very 
vulnerable 
giant, who would not “wear well’’ as 
a candidate. They had, indeed, reason 
to fear the discussions to which in an 
excited canvass his private character 
would be subjected. Of his moral fail­ 
ings those relating to money were the 
most notorious and the most offensive 
to the moral sense of the plain people. 
In the course of his public life he be­ 
came accustomed not only to the ad u ­ 
lation, but also to the material gen­ 
erosity of his followers. Great as his 
professional income 
was, his prodi­ 
gality went far beyond his means, and 
the recklessness with which he bor­ 
rowed and forgot to return betrayed 
an utter insensibility to pecuniary ob­ 
ligation. With the coolest nonchalance 
he spent the money of his friends and 
left to them his debts for payment. 
This habit increased as he grew older, 
and severely tested the endurance of 
his admirers. 
So grave a departure 
from the principles as common hones­ 
ty could not fail to cast a dark shadow 
upon his character, and 
it 
is 
not 
strange that the cloud 
of 
distrust 
should have spread from his private 
to his public morals. The charge was 
made that he stood in the senate ad­ 
vocating high tariffs as the paid at­ 
torney of the manufacturers of New 
England. 
It was met by the answer 
that so great a man would not sell 
himself. 
This 
would 
have 
been 
enough. 
Nevertheless the offenders 
were grievously embarrassed when the 
fact was pointed out that it was, after 
all, in great part the money of the rich 
manufacturers and bankers that stock­ 
ed his farm, furnished his house, sup­ 
plied his table and paid his bills.
